istration, was first elected to t"e

of

he served for ton years. He was 
elected to the senate in 1922 and 
remained there until 1934 when 
he was defeated by Sen. Vic Don- 
ahey. 


Writing- History of Ohio. 
Since his retirement from the 


senate, Fess had been writing a 
history of Ohio and had spent 
much time in Washington. 
It was after serving six years 


as president of Antioch College, 
Yellow Springs, Ohio, that Fess 
entered 
the 
political field 
and 
rose rapidly through party ranks. 
In 1928 he delivered the keynote 
for 
the 
presidency. Fess 
then 


was named chairman of the re- 
publican national committee. 


Fighting an uphill battle from 


a penniless childhood, Simeon D. 
Fess .became first a noted educa- 
tor and then a commanding fig- 
ure in the councils of tho nation- 
al republican party. The story of 
his progress from a small Ohio 
farm to the spotlight of Ameri- 
can public life would have made 
a plot for the story books of an 
Oliver Optic or Horatio Alger.

For one 
may still go where Paul went. 
And almost everywhere he will 
find ruins of churches, or living 
Christian 
congregations.

less war, the sweep of the hordes, 
and the rise of Islam all wrought 
havoc with the Christian civillza- 
tloon first erected by the apos- 
tles. 


Yet even within the still-stand- 


ing Temple of Augustus, at An-

If we get more money than 
the dam will cost, it will be re- 
turned to the treasury or be used 
for a start on another dam." 


The WPA 
allocated 
slightly 
more than $3,000,000 about a year 
ago for a reservoir and dam on 
the Possum Kingdom site in Palo 
Pinto county but little other than 
preliminary work has been done. 


Sheppard also disclosed WPA

OF TEXAS OIL FIELDS 


INCREASED AGAIN 


AUSTIN, Dec. 22.—(/fl— 


The railroad commission to- 
day set the basic January 
oil allowable for Texas at 
1,248,907 barrels daily, far 
above the recommendation 
of the United States Bureau 
of Mines for 
the second 


consecutive month. 


Well 
completions 
likely 
will 
boost the state's allowable pro- 
duction to almost 1,300,000 barrels 
daily by the end of January. The 
bureau estimated market demand 
for Texas oil at 1,176,000 barrels 
a day. 
Ernest O. Thompson, commis- 


sion chairman, said the increase 
was justified because of continu- 


• ing excellent demand and a na- 
tionwide decline in above-ground 
storage. 
"We expect this to be a billion- 
barrel production year and pro- 
duction in 1937 to show an in- 
crease of about 7 per cent over 
1936," he said. 
An increase in storage during 
January and February would not 
be alarming, he asserted. 


When Texas set its allowable 


for this month at 5 per cent above 
the figures of the bureau of mines 
Oklahoma and Kansas did like- 
wise. 
The January excess over 
the 
bucrau's 
recommendation 


would be 6.2 per cent. 


The Texas body's 
action 
had 
been awailed/with much interest 
because of its possible effect on 
a crude price raise. 
The conti- 
nental ordered a 17-cent per bar- 
rel advance effective January 4 
but theother major buyers had 
not yet indicated whether they 
would meet the increase, 


AUSTIN, Dec. 22.—(£">—The rail- 
road commission today set the 
allowable oil production in Texas 
for January at 1,248,907 barrels 
dally. 
It was an increase of 44,512 
barrels over the basic allowable 
for December and 72.907 above the 
federal bureau of mines estimate 
of 
market 
demand 
for 
Texas 
crude. 


The Panhandle district was the 
chief beneficiary of the increase, 
receiving 10.000 boost to make its 
total authorized production 71,330 
barrels daily. 
. The Conroe field was increased 
3.000 barrels from an allowable 
of 40,728 barrels. 
Greta received 
an increase of 1,500 barrels and 
Raccoon Bend (Sockfield) 1,000. 
The factor,, on which the allow- 
able of the Bast Texas field Is 
computed, 2.32 per cent of the av- 
erage hourly per well potential, 
was not changed. 


Granted Due to Good Demand. 
Ernest O. Thomnson, commis- 


sion chairman, said the general 
increase 
had been granted 
be- 
cause of a nationwide drop in 
above-ground shortage of oil and 
good demand. 


"Demand has been shown 
to 
be firm',1 he said. 
"We expect 


1936 to be a billion-barrel produc- 
tion year and production in 1937 
to show an increase of about 7 
per cent over 1936." 


He said there would be. nothing 
alarming if storage jumped a lit- 
tle in the winter for it was a nor- 
mal thing. 


"The 
Panhandle 
district 
was 


irlven 10.000 barrels more in al- 
lowable because testimony jit the 
recent hearing showed it had been 
drawing 
from storage and had 
the demand." he stated. 


Engineers estimated the allow- 
able of the East Texas field on 
Jan. 1, effective date of the order 
would be 447,861 barrels, having 
increased naturally due to com- 
pletions although the factor was 
unchanged. On Dec. l it was es- 
timated to be 444,861.

fiction,

previously made overtures. This 
is perhaps not a policy which 'of- 
fers much to unknown writers, 
but 
the 
publishing 
situation 
.makes it thoroughly understand- 
able. 


This house has published a book 
recently which obviously was writ- 
ten to order. Its name is "365 
Days," and its editor is (of all 
the choices!) Kay Boyle. 
The 


idea was to choose a year, In this 
case 1934, and assign each person 
a day and an allotment of 300 
words. 
In these 300 words tna 


writer was ^upposed to crystallize 
the spirit of what happened—or 
something like that. 


Nobody can deny that the Idea 


is brilliantly original, and that 
done perfectly, the result might 
be a unique book of great value. 
But several 
things are wrong, 


the first of them the editor. 


Kay Boyle is 
an 
expatriate 


American whose gift is to catch 
and put on paper the tenuous 
emotional reactions of occasional- 
ly rather precious 
people. She 


does this cleverly. But the job of 
molding such a book 
as 
"365 
Days" is another sort of job. She 
simply does not realize the ne- 
cessity for strength and solidity 
nor does she have the eye for 
panoramic effect. 
And when, in 


her introduction, she writes: "If 
there is a thing I want to go 
back to America for, it is to see 
the lizards red as leather," she 
proves this fact. 


Secondly, I do not believe there 
are many persons 
capable 
of 


saying what the publisher wanted 
them to say in 300 words, ex- 
cepting a few newspaper men. 
The limit is too low, although 
longer articles would have made 
the book too 
long. And 
this 


brings us to the 
final 
point, 


which is 
that 
careful 
search 


through the newspaper files of 
the New York 
public 
library 


would have produced the articles 
required, if anything would. Miss 
Boyle would not have recognized 
them, but probably the publish- 
ers would. Or James T. Farrell, 
who is one of the contributors.
